The President's Message lias been received 
with many expressions nfgrattiliealion by the 
Oemoeratic and eonservative Jlepublicaii mem­ 
bers of L’ongress. 
In tlie Senate, it was sneered a t by Chas. 
.Sumner, and in the House pronounced i>y 
Thad. Steven as not equal in ability to a second 
rate lecture. 
By the unprejudiced mas-ses, i t 
is regarded as* dignified, able, statesm aulike 
document, enunciating great principles, and 
without decending to details, laying down .the 
fnndamental law in rcfcrrence to all the great 
political topics of the hour. 
As was long ago predicted by this,'corres­ 
pondent, Mr- Johnson declares unequivocally 
that noneo f the States have ever been out o f 
the Union, aad that each State has * right to 
regulate for it self the qualifications for suff- ' 
rage; th a t the independence of the States is as 
essential as the sovereignty of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, to the maintenance of a republican 
government, and th at Congress has the right 
to judge of the election, returns and qualifica­ 
tions of members. 
This language is consider­ 
ed as pecniiarly signifisant, when contrasted 
w ith Thad. Stevens’ caucus resolutions, which 
assume that Congresi has the right to inquire 
into the e.xistenec of the States, 
the tenor o£ 
tho message, that tlie restoration to a lo.val 
status to the States heretofore decided to be’ in 
insurrection, is the proper prerogative o f the 
Executive, and that Congress has no rig h t to 
look beyond the election returns and qnhlifica- 
tions of its own members. 
IVith regard to our British- com plications, 
the language of tbe President is regarded as a t 
least strong, if not menacing; but in fofereqeo 
to Mexican affiiirs it is constructed into ‘‘Let 
us w ait a while.‘ ’
